
Don't ignore the signs! 


Motorists breaking the law are putting pedestrians'lives at risk 


MORE than 30,000 mo¬ 
torists are breaking the law 
and putting pedestrians’ 
lives at risk each year by 
ignoring crucial road signs 
in Weymouth town centre. 

The signs just before 
drivers reach Tesco warn 
that the section of St 
Thomas Street from Tesco 
to the Crown Hotel is a re¬ 
stricted area for motorists. 

A year ago police warned 
drivers that there were se¬ 
rious community concerns 
about pedestrian safety and 
they would be cracking 
down on offenders. 

But a View From investi¬ 
gation has revealed that up 
to 80 drivers per day are 
still illegally driving down 
this section of St Thomas 


Street despite signs telling 
motorists that only taxis, 
buses, vehicles loading 
and unloading and dis¬ 
abled motorists are permit¬ 
ted to use the road. 

Councillor Joy Stanley, 
whose Melcombe Regis 
ward contains the signs 
said: “I asked Dorset 
County Council to look at 
the situation but they said 
they couldn’t do any more 
and that it was up to the 
police. 

“Someone is going to get 
killed there and I recently 
had to scream at one child 
because they were about to 
step out in front of car 
which shouldn’t have been 
there. 

“It is a serious worry and

I hope that the police can 
crack down on the prob¬ 
lem. 

“We know it is difficult 
for them and they can’t de¬ 
vote an officer all day just 
to monitor traffic, but 
hopefully a few prosecu¬ 
tions may get the message 
across.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
transport spokesman 
Councillor Christine James 
said: “Shame on these 
drivers! The law’s the law 
and it is being flouted. 

“I am getting seriously 
angry about this because it 
is a problem which has 
been there for a long time 
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and something needs to be 
done about it. 

“The road sign is there 
for all to see and if drivers 
say they don’t know what 
it means then get out the 
Highway Code and find 
out before they kill some¬ 
one. 

“I hope the police carry 
out a purge and get the 
message across.” 

Inspector Pete Brown¬ 
ing of Weymouth Police 


said: “I am aware that this 
problem was raised last 
year and, having taken 
positive action at that 
time, I am disappointed 
that motorists are contin¬ 
uing to ignore these signs 
and put pedestrians at 
risk. 

“Although we have had 
no reports of accidents at 
this location this year, 
clearly the public have ex¬ 
pressed a number of con¬ 
cerns relating to ‘near 
misses’. 

“Where police officers 
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witness motorists contra¬ 
vening these signs they 
will take positive action 
which could result in 
fixed penalties, points on 
a driver’s licence and-or 
enforcement through the 
courts process. 

“Given the volume of 
motorists contravening 
these signs I would urge 
highways staff to review 
the signs and check that 
they are fit for purpose, 
are clearly visible and that 
motorists can be expected 
to understand them.” 
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ORIGINALLY from Wales, dental hygienist Katie 
Goodall moved to Lyme Regis with her family 
when she was nine, attending the Woodroffe 
School.

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'Like a double extinction' 

MEMO supporters devastated over vandalism of sculptures

VANDALS have caused more than £20,000 worth of 
damage to unique stone sculptures at Portland’s interna¬ 
tionally acclaimed MEMO Project site. 

Project director Sebastian Brooke said he was “devas¬ 
tated” as he toured the Bowers Quarry site to view the 
shattered creations with other leading MEMO figures. 

Mr Brooke said: “I cannot really find the words to say 
how I feel. It is just a crying shame and so bloody unnec¬ 
essary. 

“Four sculptures have been seriously damaged including 
a West African Black Rhino, a Syrian Wild Ass, a Gala¬ 
pagos Turtle and a Colobus Monkey. 

“Two other sculptures have been tipped over but are un¬ 
damaged while another sculpture has been pushed over 
on to its face. 

“I cannot really believe what has happened. The sculp¬ 
tures have been up here for two years and they’ve been 
fine. 

“We can repair them and people are rallying round, but 
we are going to clear the site and take all the sculptures 
away to repair them and keep them safe. They will stay 
away until November when we will be breaking ground 
to start work on the Mass Extinction Memorial Observa¬ 
tory (MEMO).” 

The sculptures were the first of more than 860 from a 
rhino to a frog and coral planned to be displayed in a great 
spiral observatory to commemorate species which have 
gone extinct since the Dodo so the world will be encour¬ 
aged to tackle the threat of extinction in other species. 

Well known US biologist Tom Lovejoy has been help¬ 
ing MEMO and he said: “It is like desecrating a grave. I 
am shocked and saddened. It is sort of like a double ex¬ 
tinction. 

“The only sensible thing to do now is what Sebastian is 
doing, withdraw the sculptures and keep them safe.” 

Former Kew Gardens director Sir Ghillean Prance said: 
“It is a delight for me to be chairman of MEMO but there 
is no pleasure for me here today. I am devastated. 

“I am here to support Sebastian, to mourn about this 
with him, and I am horrified that people would do such a 
thing to something so beautiful. It is tragic that this has 
happened. 

“I am really grateful to the View From for providing 
publicity for this incident because the world needs to 


know about it. 

“There is a huge amount of interest in MEMO and there 
will be people around the world who will be shocked by 
this vandalism because MEMO is of international inter¬ 
est. Extinction is something which affects the whole 
world. 

“This site is not a monument, It is something to excite 
the world to do something about extinction. The carvings 
are helping to get that message over so this vandalism is 
damage at the heart of that message. 

“These people are demolishing what we are trying to 
do about extinction and I am truly shocked.” 

Portland Community Partnership chairman and MEMO 
tmstee Andy Matthews said: “It is absolutely devastating, 
particularly as MEMO is now attracting serious backers 
worldwide. 

“It sends the wrong message out. Fortunately Albion 
Stone has agreed to store the sculptures and Richard Pais¬ 


ley Plant Hire is helping to move them.”

Holes drilled in fishing boat 


VANDALS have drilled two holes in a fish¬ 
ing boat moored in Weymouth harbour. 
Police say the incident happened be¬ 
tween 8.30pm on Sunday, August 3rd, 
and 7.50am on Monday, August 4th 
when the boat was moored opposite the 
multi-storey car park on Commercial 
Road. 

Checks found two holes drilled under 
the engine, one on the stern and inter¬ 
ference with the fuel cap. 

PC Stan Knight, of Weymouth Police, 
said: "This is an unusual crime and the 
damage made to the boat was very dan¬ 


gerous and could have caused serious 
injury to anyone who sailed in her." 

He appealed for anyone who might 
have seen any suspicious activity around 
Commercial Road harbour side during 
that 11-hour period to come forward, 
adding that all calls will be treated with 
the strictest confidence.

Cyclist punched in 

A FATHER out cycling with his nine- 
year-old daughter has been punched in the 
face by another cyclist. 

Police said the assault happened on the 
Ridgeway Trail at about 12.30pm on 
Monday, August 4th, on a cycle path near 
the bridge on the brow of the trail. 

The victim, a 44-year-old man from 
Weymouth, was with his daughter when 
another cyclist verbally abused him and 
punched him in the face causing cuts to 
the inside of his mouth, marks to his face 
and an injured thumb. 

Police say the offender then climbed 
back on his bike and rode off in the direc¬ 
tion of the Littlemoor roundabout.

He is described as white, in his late for¬ 
ties, approximately 6ft and wearing a 
cream T-shirt. 

PC Daniel Kitton of Weymouth Police, 
said: “This incident left the victim very 
shocked. As it took place in broad day¬ 
light there may have been people around 
who saw what happened.” 

He added that police want anyone who 
saw the incident or who saw a man cy¬ 
cling near the brow of the Ridgway at that 
time to come forward.

They both have dark hair 
and one of the men is of skinny build and was 
wearing a dark grey hooded top and dark 
trousers.

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Warning to take extra care 
during fire service strikes 


DORSET Fire & Rescue Service is urging members 
of the public to take extra care at home, on the roads 
and whilst enjoying our outdoor spaces this week and 
next as they will be on strike until Saturday, August 
16th, from 12pm - 2pm and 10.59pm - 11.59pm. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service will be providing a 
reduced emergency response during these strikes and 
are asking the local community to help protect them¬ 
selves and their loved ones from the risks of fire. 

Darran Gunter, Chief Fire Officer, said: “While the 
industrial action is ongoing we will still be responding 
to 999 calls. Our priority will be to respond to those 
calls where lives may be at risk or someone needs to 
be rescued. If we respond to non-emergency calls then 
those most in need, could be at risk, so please only 
ring 999 if a fire engine is really needed. 

He added: “We are urging members of the public to 
take extra care to reduce the risk of a fire breaking out 
in their home or on our heathland. Fires can start for 
a variety of reasons, from cooking being left unat¬ 
tended, to electrical faults or careless disposal of cig¬ 


arettes. The best advice we can give is for everyone 
to ensure they have a smoke alarm in their home and 
to check the battery is working at least once a week.” 

Smoke detectors provide an early warning of a fire 
and can give occupants vital extra minutes to escape, 
especially at night. But a smoke alarm can only save 
your life if it is working and the battery is checked 
regularly. 

Heathland fires can also begin for a number of rea¬ 
sons but when they are caused accidently it is usually 
because of a carelessly discarded cigarette or cooking 
left unattended. If you are out enjoying our heathland 
this week, please consider how you can protect it from 
fire. If you see anything suspicious please contact 
Dorset Police on 101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 555 
111 . 

Dorset Fire and Rescue will be using on-call fire¬ 
fighters to crew around half of the normal amount of 
fire engines. If you do experience a fire call 999 im¬ 
mediately and if you’re at home get out and stay out 
before you call us out. 


Eighty-seven charged in 
drink driving campaign 


A TOTAL of 87 people 
were charged with a 
drink or drug driving-re¬ 
lated offence during 
Dorset Police’s summer 
campaign, which saw 
Dorset police carrying 
out increased traffic pa¬ 
trols and roadside 
checks. 

The campaign ran from 
Sunday, June 1st to 
Thursday, July 31st and 
was extended for the 
first time to include the 
FIFA World Cup. 

Those charged were 
aged between 18 and 67, 
of whom 64 were men 
and 23 were women. 

As with previous cam¬ 
paigns, Dorset Police 
joined forces with the 
media to highlight the 


dangers of drink and 
drug driving and the 
risks associated with it. 

The names and court 
appearance details of in¬ 
dividuals charged with a 
drink or drug driving-re¬ 
lated offence during the 
campaign were released 
to the media. 

In many cases the cus¬ 
tody images of those 
convicted were also is¬ 
sued to the media upon 
request. 

Every driver involved 
in a collision throughout 
June and July was breath 
tested, irrespective of 
whether they were sus¬ 
pected of drink driving. 

Police Sergeant Nikki 
Burt, of Dorset Police’s 
Traffic Unit, said: “Re¬ 


search has shown that 
even one drink can im¬ 
pair the ability to drive 
so please don’t get be¬ 
hind the wheel after 
drinking any alcohol at 
all. 

“Drink or drug driving 
will not be tolerated in 
Dorset and officers will 
continue to target those 
motorists who pose 
threats to the safety of 
themselves and other 
road users by driving 
after consuming alcohol 
or taking drugs.” 

Possible penalties for 
driving or attempting to 
drive while under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol or 
drugs are a minimum 12 
month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up t o 


six months in prison 
and/or a fine of up to 
£5,000. 

Sergeant Nikki Burt 
continued: “I would like 
to thank those members 
of the public who called 
us to report a drink 
driver. 

“I’d continue to urge 
anyone who suspects 
someone is driving 
under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol to call 
us so we can take ac¬ 
tion.”

The Class A 45-metre long Pelican is based in Wey¬ 
mouth and uses traditional sailing and maintenance 
methods with as little impact on the environment as 
possible. 

The ship’s Bosun, Yazz Quinton, said: “With a rig as 
unique as ours, we need to brace our yards fore and aft. 
There are a lot of areas that can rub, so we cover stays, 
shrouds and rope in leather. 

“We use leather rather than a synthetic material be¬ 
cause it is easy to mould to the shape required, is hard- 
wearing and strong, but most of all, it is the most 
traditional material for our unique vessel Pelican.” 

Marketing and fundraising Officer, Becky Simmons, 


from charity Adventure Under Sail which operates Pel¬ 
ican said: “The donation of the leather will make a huge 
difference to our vesse, and we are very grateful to Pit- 
tards for their kindness and generosity. 

“Our charity helps to fund people’s personal develop¬ 
ment from life-changing voyages on our sail training 
vessel, so any money we can save is clearly very valu¬ 
able. 

“We shall be using the leather during our maintenance 
period in Weymouth this month, for which we are cur¬ 
rently seeking volunteers. Tasks include chipping, 
painting, varnishing and cleaning and we would wel¬ 
come anybody who would like to help us. It’s hard 
work but lots of fun too!” 

In October Pelican sets sail for the Canaries and 
places are still available.

“Park House is aimed at 
young people who wish to 
make the transition from 
residential schools, col¬ 
leges, or family home and 
live independently for the 
first time. This is a big 
step, so a trial run can be 


very reassuring for both 
the individual and their 
family as this is a big step 
for both of them.” 

“Young people at Park 
House are supported to 
take part in social and 
recreational activities and 
seek voluntary or paid em¬ 
ployment.” 

Located within walking 
distance of the seafront 
and Weymouth town cen¬ 
tre, Park House offers six 
bedrooms for people aged 
18-25 over three floors 
with en-suite or shared fa¬ 
cilities, a large kitchen- 
diner, lounge and a large 
garden. 

Elisa said: “We offer 
round-the-clock care and 
support. A bespoke sup¬ 
port plan with long-term 


targets separated into 
small, achievable goals is 
developed for each person 
here, and they are sup¬ 
ported to live as full a life 
as possible and accomplsh 
as much as they are able. 

“Since some of our resi¬ 
dents are non-verbal, my 
team and I continually ex¬ 
plore easier ways for them 
to make themselves under¬ 
stood.” 

Park House has been de¬ 
signed as an environment 
which stimulates the 
senses and provides for en¬ 
joyable living, with items 
such as bean bag chairs for 
relaxation in the house and 
a large garden filled with 
fragrant plants where sup¬ 
port staff aim to get service 
users involved in planting.

A WEYMOUTH Foresters group has awarded honorary 
life membership to a man who first joined their ranks way 
back in 1974. 

The honour went to Alderman and Freeman of the Bor¬ 
ough of Weymouth and Portland, Roy Gainey. 

He first joined the Honorary Court Highclere No. 1 
Weymouth of the Ancient Order of Foresters in April 
1974 after his first term as Mayor of Weymouth and Mel- 
combe Regis. 

It was the custom then for the Mayor to be elected to 
join the court but, because the maximum 100 brethren 
had already been reached, he had to wait two years for a 
vacancy. 

The Honorary Court has met in Weymouth four times a 
year since 1887 when it was founded by Pelly Hoo 
per, Town Clerk of Weymouth and Melcombe Regis for 
more than 20 years. 

A meeting of Highclere in Pilgrim House saw Court co¬ 
ordinator Alderman Peter Rendall speak of Mr Gainey’s 


loyal 40 years service and the decision to award him hon¬ 
orary life membership in recognition of his long service. 

Mr Rendall went on to refer to Mr Gainey’s distin¬ 
guished service of nearly 50 years on the borough council 
and how he had been the Court’s Chief Ranger in 1987, 
his second mayoral year. 

Current Chief Ranger Tony Williams presented Mr 
Gainey with a special silver badge to wear on his 
Foresters collar, commemorating 40 years membership. 

Mr Williams said: “Today we honour Roy Gainey for a 
remarkable record of four decades in which he has played 
a major part in our organisation. While Chief Ranger he 
introduced members’ ladies to social functions, a land¬ 
mark decision that has enriched our functions ever since.” 

Mr Gainey thanked the brethren for marking his mile¬ 
stone and said: “I am delighted and overwhelmed by the 
honour. When I joined the court in 1974 we met at the 
then brand new municipal offices on North Quay, soon 
to be demolished." 


Calls to bring North Greenhill 
refreshment hut back in action 


A FOUR-year battle to get a refreshment hut replaced 
at North Greenhill, Weymouth, could be close to suc¬ 
cess. 

Alderman Andy Hutchings has lobbied the borough 
council since 2010 to get the hut replaced after it was 
removed because of site changes. 

He told a meeting of Weymouth and Portland coun¬ 
cil’s management committee that he was very critical 
of “the inefficiencies of this council” in taking so 
long to bring the hut back into operation. 

He added: “Weymouth relief road was built quicker 
than attempts to bring this hut back! 


“I have had goodness only knows how many ex¬ 
cuses from the council, but the time for excuses has 
gone.” 

He was reassured by Councillor Colin Huckle that 
the council was aware of the situation involving the 
hut. Cllr Huckle added “it will hopefully be back by 
next year if not sooner”. 

Environment director David Evans said: “The issue 
here is largely with the Environment Agency who 
were not agreeable to a replacement ice-cream hut on 
that site because of sea defence considerations, but 
we are now hopeful of an agreement with them.”

Colin, who helps to organise the 
Weymouth Gay Group, said:

bar in Weymouth, The Closet, 
which is thriving! Watch out for 
them in the Weymouth carnival on 
August 20th with the rainbow 
flags! 

“At the end of August we have 
the Dorchester Love Parade, a 
well established event now. The 
recent annual Bournemouth gay 
pride attracts thousands every year 
and fills all the hotels there. Why 
can’t that be the same here? 

“Weymouth needs to put its old 
fashioned attitudes and image 
aside and embrace the modern di¬ 
versity of 2014 if it is to benefit 
from the pink pound.” 

The Weymouth Gay Group has 
been meeting in local pubs for 


seven years and welcomes local 
and visiting LGBT and straight 
people to its informal social gath¬ 
erings. 

Colin said: “On our website we 
have an information-helpline page 
tailored to the needs of LGBT 
people, everything from youth, 
health and life issues. It would be 
nice to add local hotels and B&Bs 
there.

Warmest July ever! 


WEYMOUTH has just had its second 
sunniest July since records began. 

The resort basked in 316 hours of 
glorious sunshine, only the fifth time 
levels have passed the 300-hour mark 
in the last 128 years. 

It provided nearly a third more sun¬ 
shine than Weymouth usually gets in 
July. The sun shone on every day of the 
month and it brought the total for the 
year to more than 1,290 hours which is 
more the 120 hours above average. 

Town weatherman Bob Poots also 
said that up to July 31 st there had been 
a continuous run of 25 days when the 
temperature stayed above 20 deg. 
Centigrade. 

This year also saw the highest July 
minimum average temperatures ever 


recorded, beating the previous 1995 
highest by just 0.1 of a degree. It was 
also the warmest July for 25 years 
since 1989. 

By contrast, rainfall was down by a 
third on usual levels at 24.1mm al¬ 
though rainfall for the year is now 
585.2mm or 211.4mm above average. 

Thunder and lightning were noted on 
the 19th and 25th while the strongest 
gust of wind at 27mph came on the 
17th. 

All temperatures were well above av¬ 
erage with the average maximum up 
2.1C at 22.3C, the average minimum 
was up 2.1C at 15.1C, the average 
mean was up 2.4C at 18.7C and the av¬ 
erage sea temperature was up 2.1C at 
17.8C.

Bell rings again at Old Town Hall 


WEYMOUTH Old Town 
Hall’s original 1633 
clock bell is being rung 
regularly for the first time 
in more than 40 years 
after being re-hung fol¬ 
lowing cleaning and re¬ 
furbishment. 

The ceremonial first 
ringing saw Weymouth 
and Portland Mayor 
Councillor Kate Wheller 
ring the bell once for the 
thousand years. 

Other people then rang 
the bell six times for the 
six hundred years, then 
three for the 30 years and 
another three for the three 
years, spelling out the

year of 1633 when it was 
cast by Richard Purdue, 
probably at Stokeford 
over the border in Som¬ 
erset. 

It may first have been 
used in nearby Radipole 
Church before it was 
placed in the Tudor 
based Weymouth Town 
Hall. 

By the mid 1970s it 
was just sat redundant on 
the floor of the bell tower 
with a chain around its 
canons to secure it al¬ 
though by 2005 it had 
found its way into Wey¬ 
mouth Museum and was 
returned from there in 
2010 . 

Town Hall director and 
guardian, Grahame Knott 
of the Shipwreck Project, 
decided to take on the re¬ 
hanging of the bell and 
he paid most of the 
£5,000 to cover the costs, 
but the Old Town Hall 
made sure some money 
came from hall funds so 
everyone who raised 
money over the years 
could say they had been 
part of putting the “heart 
back into the hall”. 

Mr Knott said: “Wey¬ 
mouth is rich in maritime 


history and I run the 
Shipwreck Project which 
is all about discovering 
local maritime history. 
Weymouth has been 
good to me and I felt it 
was time to put some¬ 
thing back. 

“A lot of people have 
been involved in bring¬ 
ing the Old Town Hall 
back to life and it takes a 
lot of money to keep it 
going. 

“Everyone wanted to 
put the bell up but struc¬ 
tural work on the build¬ 
ing had to take priority, 
so I just looked at it one 
day and said, that’s it. 
We’re going to put the 
bell up because to me the 
bell is the heart of the 
building.” 

Guardians chairman 
Selwyn Williams said: 
“Having the bell back 
and working has put the 
heart back into the hall 
and we are all very grate¬ 
ful for Graham’s gen¬ 
erosity.” 

Mayor Mrs Wheller 
said the Old Town Hall 
was very special to her as 
it was where she met her 
husband, Michael. 

Mrs Wheller added: “I 


am delighted that it is 
being used again and that 
it is being loved again. It 
is a very important part 
of Weymouth’s history.” 

The bell event was 
marked by internation¬ 
ally acclaimed Celtic- 
folk rock band, The 
Dolmen, who wrote a 
song commemorating the 
re-hanging of the bell 
which got its first public 
performance after the 
first ringings. It told the 
story of historic events as 
seen through the eyes of 
the bell. 

The hall was at the cen¬ 
tre of a major 1645 Eng¬ 
lish Civil War battle in 
Weymouth and the bell 
event attracted many re¬ 
enactors in Royalist, Par¬ 
liamentarian or pirate 
dress of the day.

Desperate times call for desperate measures 


Wash your hands! 

DON’T read this if you are about to 
have a tasty meal or a much needed 
snack. 

Gone are the days when pub goers 
were treated to free little bowls of 
peanuts and crisps. 

That loss was bemoaned in a recent 
pub conversation in Weymouth where 
staff in the hostelry were asked what had 
caused landlords to stop making such 
popular offerings. The reply when it 
came caused a few looks of disgust. 

Apparently such treats were with¬ 
drawn after Health and Safety tests on 
the remnants of such snacks revealed 
traces of 17 different types of urine in 
one bowl alone! 

It seems that some drinkers were going 
to the pub loos, coming out without 
washing their hands and were then dip¬ 
ping straight in to the snacks, adding a 
certain piquancy to nibbles consumed 
by pub goers who tried the snacks after 
them.

This cyclist seemed oblivious to the fact 
he was riding right next to recognised 
cycle routes on to the island. 

I think authorities are going to have to 
campaign to highlight the need for cy¬ 
clists to make use of the facilities pro¬ 
vided for them because some of them 
are clearly not going to do so without a 
nudge or three.

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County recognised for work 
in combating malnutrition 


DORSET has been recognised for the pioneering 
work between health and social care to combat mal¬ 
nutrition. 

Sue Hawkins, care catering services manager at 
Dorset County Council was named as one of the top 
50 people by the Local Government Chronicle (LGC) 
and Health Service Journal (HSJ) for her work to 
combat malnutrition. 

The Care Integration 50 Award was set up to cele¬ 
brate the 50 most influential people involved in the 
integration of health and social care services and iden¬ 
tify the people who are doing the most to overcome 
historical organisational barriers to create a new care 
system. 

A panel of judges assessed candidates on a number 
of criteria. A key factor was how innovative their ap¬ 
proach to health and social care integration had been, 
and if the work had improved services for people who 
rely on them. 

The winners were also judged on the effectiveness 
of their leadership and whether their work had 
achieved a positive impact on services in their local 
economy. 

Sue Hawkins was praised for her commitment to 
create strong links between the NHS, Public Health 
and the wider community to introduce the malnutri¬ 
tion universal screening tool into community settings. 

The screening tool allows either health or social care 
staff to take action if a person is malnourished. 

Catherine Driscoll, director for adult and community 
services at Dorset County Council, said: “Malnutri¬ 
tion in older people is a much more common problem 
than many realise, and with our aging population, will 
only continue unless we take action. 

“Nutrition is important at all stages in life and it is 
everybody’s responsibility, from neighbours, councils

and the NHS, to recognise the problem and look at 
simple steps that can help. 

“We have been working hard in Dorset to promote 
nutritional care, and the endorsement from the LGC 
and HSJ for our work is an honour. We hope this 
means that more people will see and benefit from the 
work we have done.”

The Range Rover Sport SVR builds on the suc¬ 
cess of the new Range Rover Sport, with its all-alu¬ 
minium monocoque - a world first in the segment 
- which reduces weight by 39% compared with 
its predecessor and provides the ideal strong, stiff 
and lightweight structure on which to create the 
Range Rover Sport SVR. The premium sports SUV 
unleashes the full potential of the lightweight and 
robust all-aluminium architecture, while retaining 
the refinement, luxury and off-road capability for 
which Range Rover is world renowned. 

SVR is fitted with permanent four-wheel drive 
and a two-speed transfer case, with a low-range 
option for demanding terrain, and a 50/50 per¬ 
cent torque split front-to-rear.

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Ten Ways To Enjoy Hassle-Free Holiday Car Hire 


WITH the summer holidays now in full swing, the 
British Vehicle Rental and Leasing Association 
(BVRLA) has created a list of the ten things travellers 
can do to have a smooth car rental experience. 

"Whether you're heading abroad to the Italian 
lakes or going on a staycation to one of Britain's 
beaches, a hire car is the ideal way to have an en¬ 
joyable holiday this summer," said BVRLA Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Gerry Keaney. 

"Car rental is more flexible than public transport 
and far more cost-effective than taking taxis every¬ 
where, so it gives millions of tourists the freedom to 
explore their destination in comfort and at their 
own pace. 

"There are more than 10 million car rental trans¬ 
actions every year, and the vast majority are without 
complaint due to high standards of customer serv¬ 
ice. However, both customers and car rental staff 
can make mistakes during this busy time of the year, 
so we've put together a list of the top ten ways to 
enjoy hassle-free car hire." 

1: Beware of bogus car rental companies. It's all 
too easy to be hoodwinked by a bogus company 
offering very low prices and nationwide availability, 
even for last minute bookings. So remember - if it 
looks or sounds too good to be true, it probably is. 
2: Use a BVRLA member. Seeing the BVRLA logo 
on the website or in the branch when you're book¬ 
ing is a sign that you are dealing with a reputable 
company that has been vetted and operates to a 
professional code of conduct. Using a member also 
means you can use our conciliation service in the 
unlikely event of any dispute. You can find BVRLA 
members near you by using our website: 
www.carhire.bvrla.co.uk 

3: Do your homework. If you're relying on a price 
comparison or aggregator site when getting 
quotes, pay close attention to what is and isn't in¬ 


cluded in the price. Many only give you a basic 
drive-away cost that may not include your specific 
requirements for things like additional drivers, child 
seats or sat-navs. Plus, some rental companies 
charge extra if you can't return the vehicle to the 
same location or are leaving the country. 

4: Read the paperwork. Make sure you read and 
understand the terms and conditions of your con¬ 
tract with the rental company. Ask for a copy prior 
to your rental, so that you can read it in your own 
time rather than when you've just arrived at your 
destination. This ensures you have plenty of time to 
read it through, and means you can call the rental 
company to discuss any questions you may have. 
5: Understand the insurance excess and waivers. 
People take different approaches to risk, and often 
change their mind, so rental companies offer a va¬ 
riety of products to help consumers reduce their li¬ 
ability in the event of an accident or incident. With 
this in mind, it's vital to check if there are any exclu¬ 
sions to your loss/damage waiver or your insurance. 
In many cases, windscreens, tyres and roof damage 
are not covered. It's also worth thinking ahead 
about what sort of cover you want. Whatever you 
do, don't leave your decision until you arrive at your 
destination. 

6: Find a fuelling option that suits you. Your car 
rental quote will not include fuel. Most companies 
will give you the option of buying a tank of fuel from 
them and returning the car empty or returning it 
with a full tank. Remember what you agreed to, oth¬ 
erwise you could end up gifting the rental company 
a free tank of fuel or paying an extra charge to have 
the tank re-filled. 

7: Tell the rental firm how you plan to use the ve¬ 
hicle. Make sure that you tell the rental company if 
you're going to take the vehicle abroad - some 
companies won't let you take rental cars into certain 


countries. You'll also need relevant documentation, 
such as a VE103B certificate and proof that you're 
insured to drive the vehicle in that country. It's al¬ 
ways worth doing your research on local traffic reg¬ 
ulations, restricted zones (e.g.: London Congestion 
Zone) or tolls (e.g.: Dartford Tunnel). Your rental 
company will be happy to advise you if you ask. 

8: Arrive prepared. Remember to turn up at the 
rental desk with the credit card you used to make 
your booking and both parts of your driving licence 
- the paper counterpart and the photocard. Ensure 
you have thought about whether you are prepared 
to pay for any extra cover or an upgrade, and take a 
copy of your rental confirmation and terms and 
conditions so you know what you have already 
agreed or paid for. 

9: Check the vehicle over before you drive away. 

Do a thorough inspection, inside and out, walking 
all the way around the vehicle. Note every single 
chip, dent and scratch. Pay particular attention to 
the wheels, windscreen and lights, which are com¬ 
mon damage areas. Don't sign any paperwork until 
you have read it through and are happy with it. Be¬ 
fore you drive the hire vehicle away, familiarise your¬ 
self with all of its controls - lights, windscreen wipers 
etc. 

10: Don't just drop and dash. When returning your 
vehicle, allow plenty of time so you can check over 
the vehicle's condition with a rental agent present. 
This is particularly important if you're returning a car 
to a busy rental site, such as an airport. It's always 
best to return the vehicle during opening hours so 
that someone can check it over with you and sign 
the condition report. If you return a vehicle outside 
these hours, you're liable for any damage that oc¬ 
curs between the drop-off and the inspection. If this 
situation can't be avoided, take pictures of the car 
to prove the condition you left it in. 


Ford Reveals That One in Three 
Young Brits Have Taken a 
'Selfie'While Driving 


FORD research for its acclaimed Driving Skills 
for Life programme has revealed that young 
Brit drivers are the most likely to take a 'selfie' 
while at the wheel. 

According to the survey, British drivers 
were the most likely to photograph them¬ 
selves (a 'selfie') while on the move (33 per 
cent), ahead of counterparts in Germany (28 
per cent), France (28 per cent), Romania (27 
per cent), Italy (26 per cent), Spain (18 per 
cent), and Belgium (17 per cent). 

The survey of 7,000 smartphone users aged 
18-24 from across Europe also showed one in 
four people had used social media sites be¬ 
hind the wheel; and that young male drivers 
were the most likely to ignore the risks. 
Nearly all drivers surveyed agreed the activi¬ 
ties were dangerous. 

Ford has found that snapping a'selfie'at the 
wheel could distract a driver for Msec, and 
checking social media distracts for as much 
as 20sec - long enough, at 60mph, to travel 
the length of five football pitches. 

Kevin Clinton, head of road safety at the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents 
(RoSPA), said:"Ford's survey is very disturbing 
and is another example of how using new 
technology, such as smartphones, inappro¬ 
priately can create serious risks to people's 
lives. Taking a selfie while driving will signifi¬ 
cantly distract the driver, reducing their 
awareness of what is happening on the road 
around them and slowing their reactions. In 
2012, 71 people were killed and almost 500 
seriously injured in crashes involving in-vehi- 


cle distractions." 

Car crashes are the leading cause of death 
for young drivers and Ford last year intro¬ 
duced to Europe the award-winning Ford 
Driving Skills for Life programme to provide 
hands-on training to more than 5,000 18-24- 
year-olds and online training for thousands 
more. 

The company is now expanding its free 
Ford Driving Skills for Life programme across 
the UK (https://forddsfl.co.uk) to include Glas¬ 
gow, home to the 2014 Commonwealth 
Games, on September 18-20, followed by 
Gaydon, Warwickshire, October 4-5 and 
Chobham, Surrey, October 7-9. The updated 
training programme will highlight the dan¬ 
gers of taking a"selfie"and other smartphone 
and social media activities behind the wheel. 

"Taking a'selfie'has for many young people 
quickly become an integral part of everyday 
life - but it's the last thing you should be 
doing behind the wheel of a car," said Jim 
Graham, Ford Driving Skills for Life manager. 
"It is deeply worrying that so many young 
drivers admit to taking a photo while driving 
and we will be doing all we can to highlight 
the potential dangers through driver educa¬ 
tion." 

Ford Driving Skills for Life was launched in 
the US 10 years ago and has provided hands- 
on training to more than 100,000 young driv¬ 
ers around the world. So far in Europe, the 
programme has been rolled out in the UK, 
Germany, France, Romania, Italy, Spain and 
Belgium.
